A film ‘festival featuring three 
different types of historical films 
wag the feature of the monthly 
meeting. of Bethel Historical So- 
ciety held last Thursday evening in 
the meeting room of the Dr, Moses 
Mason House.

The Bethel Board of Selectmen 
has. been working for several 
months: on deciding upon a recom- 
mendation to the townspeople re- 
garding the acquisition of the Cole 
Block. The Bethel Savings Bank 
is offering the building to the town 
for the purchase price of $1.00. The

pank president informed the Se- 374 jater (1954) by the Town Man- 


ager from the 1990's until 1968. At 
the top of the stairway leading to 
these offices is the entrance to 
Odeon Hall, named by Joan Kil- 
born following her world tour in 
the very early years of the twen- 
tieth century, and long a center 
for Bethel’s social, cultural, politi- 
cal and later religious life. 


Jectmen that.the bank would sell 
the building should the townspeo- 
ple decide not to accept the pur- 
chase. The fate of the Town: Office 
space would then be in the hands 
of the punchaser. 


The Selectmen have had an en-. 


ergy audit done on the building 
which is the first step in applying 
for a state grant to help with the 
costs of doing energy related 
maintenance. The grant can not be 
applied for until the building is 
owned by the municipality. The 
boilers ‘have been inspected by the 
State and although they are inef- 
ficient, it would take under $400 to 
bring the boilers, into State compli- 
ance. Other costs have been calcu- 
lated by the Selectmen and it is 
their opinion that the savings in 
rent alone would. justify the acqui- 
sition, The rental income from the 
present renters and potential ren- 
ters avould provide maintenance 
income in the years ahead. Until 
this. month the Town avas paying 
$400 per month for rent. 

The Municipal Facilities Com- 

mittee met on two occasions to 
review the data that has been 
compiled by the Selectmen and 
they have voted to recommend ac- 
quisition. The decision was based 
on discussion and 4 tour of the 
building. 
The Cole Block, a landmark of 
Main Street for 91 years, avas built 
in 1891 by two sons of East Bethel, 
Elmer and Frederick Cole. Soon 
after the completion of the struc- 
ture, the brothers found them- 
- selves tmable to pay the mortgage 
and the building became the pro- 
porty of the Bethel Savings Bank. 
It hag long been a center of 
commercial activity in the village. 
The space now occupied by the 
Town Office was once the jewelry 
store of Edward King and later 
Edward ‘Lyon. Following Mr. 
Lyon’s departure, the space be- 
came the home of the Bethel 
Branch of the Casco Bank and 
Trust Company in 1946, Until Au- 
gust 1974, the present office of A. 
D. Davis Insurance housed the op- 
erations of the Bethel Savings 
Bank. Also with headquarters here 
was the Bethel National Bank 
which ceased to exist after Nov. 
47, 1945. 

Yn the rear of the building of 
the first floor the “Bethel News” 
produced its first issue in 1895, 
sgticceeded in 1906 by the “Bethel 
Citizen”, Prior to these operations
